He’s continually looking for new ways to keep his 
work fresh and lively. Sometimes he photographs 
models; at other times he combines studio shots 
with backgrounds taken on location. 

He has gradually learned to master the technique of 
digitally black and white photos by applying partial 
layers in Adobe Photoshop. The resulting creations 
occupy a specific and unique place in his work, and 
the strong bond he feels with his subjects is visible 
in the appeal of his photography. 

Gastronomes who discriminate between eating 
and dining will confirm that high-quality ingredients, 
excellent knowledge of the culinary art and an unre¬ 
mitting drive are prerequisites for the preparation of 
haute cuisine dishes.

He holds Distinctions in both Foundation and Advanced Pho¬ 
tography Diplomas. 

Amazilia Photography is named after a species of hummingbird 
native to Peru and Ecuador. The name was chosen because 
Paul finds hummingbirds to be one of the most beautiful and in¬ 
spiring natural wonders of the world. The splendor of these tiny 
avian jewels is reflected in some of their names such as Shining 
Sunbeam, Little Sunangel, and Andean Emerald. This radiance, 
strength, and beauty are also seen in women; a subject that 
has fascinated artists in every discipline over millennia. 

Amazilia’s focuses his work in three core areas of people 
photography - fine art nude (including athletic/dance), nudes in 
the natural environment and sensual nudes. He is a published 
photographer who has worked with more than 100 models in 
the past three years and has recently won the Runner-Up Pho¬ 
tographer of the Year position with an international magazine. 

He is currently working on a book “Re-wilding the Human Spirit” 
with some of his favorite images from natural shoots.
